If  the  symptoms  point  to  the  conclusion 
that  some  powerful  Irritant  or  Corrosive 
has  been  swallowed,  it  will  be  well  to 
administer  at  once,  without  waiting  to 
obtain  more  precise  information,  a  mixture 
of  Carron  Oil  or  Milk,  with  Chalk  and 
"White  of  Egg,  such  as  the  following : —

phate of  Copper,  when  Albumen  has  been 
previously  given  as  an  antidote ;  in  thin 
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ase  vomiting  should  be  induced  by  means 
•f  Mustard  and  "Warm  Water,  or  Ipe- 
acuanha  Wine. 

Vinegar  increases  the  solubility  of  most 
>oisons,  it  should  therefore  never  be 
iven  as  an  antidote,  except,  perhaps,  in  a 
ase  of  poisoning  by  the  Caustic  Alkalies, 
nd  even  then  Oil  is  better. 

It  is  of  the  greatest  importance  to  treat 
le  condition  of  collapse  which  so  often 
ccompanies  cases  of  poisoning.  This  is 
est  accomplished  by  placing  the  patient 
1  a  warm  bed,  with  hot-water  bottles  to 
le  extremities,  and  administering  an 
lema  of  an  ounce  of  brandy  with  two 
unces  of  warm  water  or  beef  tea.

drachms  of  pancreatic  solution  and  twenty 
grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  mix 
well  together ;  set  the  covered  jug  aside 
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in  a  warm  situation  for  two  hours  and  a 
half,  and  then  boil  the  contents  for  three 
minutes. 

PEPTONISED  GRUEL. 

To  a  pint  of  well-boiled  gruel  made 
thick  and  strong,  and  allowed  to  cool  to 
140°  Fahr.,#  add  four  fluid  drachms  of 
pancreatic  solution,  and  mix  well  together ; 
pour  the  mixture  into  a  jug  provided  with 
a  cover,  and  set  aside  in  a  warm  situation 
for  two  hours  5  then  boil  the  product  for 
three  minutes,  and,  finally,  strain. 

PEPTONISED  MILK-GRUEL. 

G-ruel,  while  still  boiling  hot,  is  added 
to  an  equal  quantity  of  cold  milk,  in  a  jugj 
provided  with  a  cover.  To  each  pint  oii 
this  mixture,  three  fluid  drachms  of  pan- 
creatic solution,  together  with  twenty 
grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  are  added, 
and  the  whole  well  stirred.    The  coverec

tasting.  If  too  hot  to  sip  without  burning  the  mouth  i 
would  entirely  destroy  the  actmty  of  the  Liquor  Pancrea 
ticus,  and  must  be  allowed  to  cool  before  such  addition  i 
made. 
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jug  is  then  set  aside  in  a  warm  situation 
for  two  hours,  the  contents  boiled  for  three 
minutes,  and  then  strained. 

PEPTONISED  BEEF-TEA. 

Mix  half  a  pound  of  finely  minced  lean 
beef  with  a  pint  of  water  and  twenty 
grains  of  bicarbonate  of  soda,  and  simmer 
gently  for  one  hour  and  a  half.  "When  it 
has  cooled  down  to  140°  Fahr.,*  add  four 
fluid  drachms  of  pancreatic  solution,  and 
keep  the  mixture  in  a  warm  situation  for 
two  hours,  agitating  it  occasionally. 
Then  strain  without  pressure,  and  boil  the 
strained  liquor  for  five  minutes.

A  well-recorded  case  should  embrace 
all  the  facts  bearing  on  the  injury  or 
disease  under  consideration,  and  no  others. 

Before  subjecting  a  patient  to  a  pro- 
longed examination,  it  should  be  ascer- 
tained whether  he  is  in  a  fit  condition  to 
answer  questions,  and  to  bear  the 
necessary  manipulations.  He  may  be 
delirious,  comatose,  or  so  exhausted  as  to 
render  any  examination  highly  injurious. 

When  the  patient  is  unable  to  answer 
questions,  the  friends  should  be  interro- 
gated. 

Every  case  should  have  this  heading — 
"  Disease  :  Result ;"  it  greatly  facilitates 
subsequent  reference. 

It  need  not  necessarily  be  filled  in  till 
after  the  completion  of  the  case.

Also  the  Pulse  and  Respirations  (the 
number  per  minute,  character).  Tem- 
perature. Tongue  (especially  movements, . 
colour,  froth,  lacerations,  etc.).  Odour  of 
breath.  Pupils  (size,  and  action  to  light). 
State  of  Special  Senses.  Haemorrhage. 
Escape  of  cerebro- spinal  fluid,  or  blood, 
from  the  ear  or  nose.  Sub-conjunctival 
ecchymosis. 

In  the  event  of  a  patient  being  brought 
to  the  Hospital  drunk  or  senseless,  a  most 
important  question  arises,  fraught  with  all 
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sorts  of  disagreeable  possibilities,  Is  he 
simply  drunk — or  dying  ? 

In  taking  the  Present  State,  the  first 
thing  is  to  make  a  General  Inspection  of 
the  patient,  attention  being  directed  also 
to  any  obvious  special  symptoms,  such  as 
dyspnoea,  cough,  vomiting,  etc. 

Aspect. — Healthy  or  otherwise.  Sen- 
sible or  insensible.  Mental  State.  Nutrition 
and  conformation.  Manner.  Paralysis, 
tremors  or  rigors.  Delirious  or  prostrated. 
Confined  to  bed  or  about  as  usual. 
Decubitus,  attitude  or  gait.  Orthopnoea. 
Position  and  movements  of  limbs,  etc. 

Countenance. — Anaemic,  plethoric,  ca- 
chetic, jaundiced,  hectic,  cyanotic,  pasty, 
oedema  of  eyelids,  paralysis  (partial  or 
general),  tic,  sordes  (lips  and  gums). 

Expression.  —  Cheerful,  melancholic, 
apathetic,  anxious,  frightened,  drawn  as 
if  in  pain,  '  facies  hippocratica,'  indicating 
approaching  death. 

Eyes. — Open  or  shut,  fixed  or  oscillating, 
squint,  pupils  (size,  action  to  light,  etc.), 
blood  vessels,  arcus  senilis,  proptosis. 

Skin. — Colour,  hot  or  cold,  dry  or  moist, 
eruptions,  anasarca. 
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The  next  step  comprises  examination 
by  Interrogation. 

In  eliciting  the  history  of  the  case,  it 
will  have  been  ascertained  whether  the 
disease  is  acute  or  chronic — a  most  im- 
portant consideration.  -It  has  now  to  be 
localized  or  recognized  as  one  of  the 
general  diseases.  For  this  purpose  ask 
the  following  questions  : — 

(a)  What  do  you  complain  of  ? 

(b)  Where  do  you  feel  pain  ? 

By  these  questions,  together  with  such 
subsidiary  ones  as  naturally  spring  from 
them,  the  probable  seat  of  the  disease  is 
determined. 

A  concise  description  of  the  lesion  or 
diseased  part  should  be  given,  together 
with  such  negative  statements  as  seem 
likely  to  have  a  practical  bearing. 

Information  as  to  the  following  points 
should  be  taken  : — 

Pulse. — Frequency.  Rhythm  : — Regu- 
lar, irregular,  or  intermittent. 

Volume: — Large,  full,  small,  thready. 

Force  and  tension  : — Strong,  weak, 
extinct,  soft,  hard,  wiry,  compressible,  and 
incompressible. 


\ 
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Special  characters  : — Rigid,  tortuous, 
bounding,  hammering  (Corrigan's),  jerky, 
undulatory,  thrilly,  and  dicrotic. 

Respiration. — Frequency,  easy  or  dif- 
ficult (dyspnoea),  orthopnoea,  painful, 
laboured,  short  or  hurried,  deep  or  shal- 
low, abdominal  or  thoracic. 

Temperature. — As  recorded  by  the  ther- 
mometer, usually  in  the  axilla  (normal 
98*4  F.). 

Tongue. — Moist  or  dry,  clean  or  furred, 
its  colour,  smooth,  rough,  or  fissured, 
frothy,  tremulous,  movements,  ulcers,  or 
lacerations. 

Appetite. — Grood,  bad,  or  indifferent, 
anorexia,  thirst,  solids  or  fluids,  relish  of 
food,  voracity,  nausea,  vomiting,  etc. 

Bowels. — Regularity,  frequency,  nature 
of  motions,  constipation,  diarrhoea,  flatus, 
and  borborygmi.  Faeces  should  be  in- 
spected in  certain  cases. 

Urine. — Total  amount  in  24  hours, 
(normal  30  to  50  oz.).  General  appear- 
ance and  colour,  sediments,  reaction,  sp. 
gr.,  albumen  (casts),  sugar,  urates,  phos- 
phates, pus,  mucus,  blood,  etc. 
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Menstruation. — Regularity,  how  ofte 
how  much,  nature  of  discharge,  pains.

RESULT. 

Its  date  and  nature  ;  patient's  condition 
on  leaving  hospital — cured,  relieved,  or 
not  benefited.  Left  for  his  home  or  con- 
valescent institution.  In  the  event  of 
death,  give  a  short  account  of  the  pheno- 
mena immediately  preceding.  State  whe- 
ther autopsy  or  not ;  if  so,  give  a  full 
account.  Having  witnessed  the  case  from 
beginning  to  end,  it  is  an  excellent  prac- 
tice to  re- write  and  condense  the  notes, 
with  the  aid  of  the  new  light  thus  brought 
to  bear,  and  to  add  a  short  commentary 
on  the  most  noteworthy  features.
